the mummies a few objects were discovered 
such as were usually buried with the dead—a 

“heart-scarab” made to imitate lapis-lazuli, 
_| another scarab of black-painted wood, a gilded 
“dad,” the model of a hoe, and the like. 
Over a gilded mask, which must have belong: 
ed to one of the mummies, a veil, of black 
muslin, or rather crape, was drawn, It is the 
first time ‘that anything of the kind bas been 
met with in Egypt. 

The inscription on the case; as well as‘on 
other objects found in the tomb, showed to 
whom it had belonged. It was the burial-place 
of Yua and Thua, the parents of the famous 
Queen Teie, the wife of Amon-hotep I1f. and 
the mother of the “ heretic-King” Amon-hotep 
IV., of the 18th Dynasty. It was to her teach- 
ing that the religious revolution attempted by 
her son seems to have been due, and since the 
discovery of the cuneiform tablets, of Tel-el- 
Amarna the Assyriologists have believed that 
she was of Mesopotamian descent, This belief 
is confirmed by the inscriptions found in Mr. 
In these the names of her 
parents are written in various ways, indicating 
that there was no fixed: spelling of them, and 
that the Egyptians of the 18th Dynasty had the ]°. 
same difficulty in pronouncing foreign names |- 
as their descendants have to-day. ,

are called in ¢{uestion. In the course ofa 
hanksuptcy petition heard in Hongkong the 
other day a Chinese debtor, who represent 
fed himself to be a banker, made some 
curious siatements. ‘He starled, we will Say, 
with a capital of 810,o00—not a very large 
sum with which to found a fortune. He 
became partner in a bank and deposited Ins 
capital with thé assets of the bank at the 
same time receiving an infinitesimal month 
ly payment as salary, It now occurred to 
him that there was apparently no reason 
why he should not become a borrower from 
the bank as well asta depositor, and ‘cons 
bidesthe dutics of partner and debtor. «He 
began to look around and found that one or 
two other native banks were open to re 
ecive partners who could bring a slight in- 
crease of capital to their assistance. Ac 
cordingly, this Chinese banker borrowed 
money from the bank of which he was 
already a partner, and paid it into other 
banks, thereby becoming partuer in halfa 
dozen Chinese banks, Naturally he would 
he getting some sort of salary from all the 
banks, with which he was connected. “And 
aga partner in the first bank from which he 
obtained luans, he was granted the money 
‘| ypon the bare mention of the fact that.he 
thought he required it, No doubt he 
was, an honest, straightforward, conscien- 
tious partner, but at least he should: have 
been expected to deposit some securily 
for these loang which were so casily negotiat- 
ed, . However, he continued this procedure 
for some time, and seemed to be prospering 
when suddenly there were signals of distress 
in the air, and the Chinese financier to whom 
we refer was caught in the reaction and be 
came a bankrupt, It was a common. case 
to the Official Receiver, and nobody seemed 
(o think anything about it) But surely there 
is something gravely wrong in allowing such 
methods to continue. ‘The directors of an 
English bank who worked the securities or 
supposed assets of their bank for their, own 
private concern would soon find — then: 
selves in Queer Strect if it came to the cars 
ofthe shareholders. And the director or 
partner who overdrew his account by some: 
thing like three times the money he tnd 
invested in the bank ‘would find himself 
speedily under the ban, IH these advances 
had been made without security—bul of 
course it is ridiculous to think for a moment 
that the question of security would have bee 
waived, so we need not touch on that poiat, 
We do not suggest for a moment that the 
bankrupt in {this case had not acted ina 
éona?fide business way. «lle was unfortunate 
perhaps and failed where no doubt -others 
had succeeded. But’ if such transactions 
are common in Hongkong how is the stabi 
lity of the native banks affected? It 
seems to us that it is a very ‘serious, 
question. Quite true, a banker by invest- 
ing a few hundred dollars in this bank and 
a few hundred in the next bank may be 
guarding himself against a sudden rush on 
any one‘concern, and save at least a tithe of 
his property should’ the crash come. But 
how can he be doing so when he only starts 
with a paltry capital, which he has to eke 
out to four times its size by a series of rather 
clever manipulations, ‘meaning that he 
evades the matter‘of security on the ground 
of friendship or old scores of something 
of that ‘sort? Hebas to pay interest for 
the ‘money he has borrowed, .and unless 
he has been uniformly successful in his in, 
vestments he finds it impossible ong day to’ 
meet all his obligations, It is fortunate 
when that day comes if the only sufferers by 
his downfall are the other partners in the 
bank, who allowed him torun up an account, 
sans secutity, sans anything. For: it is to 
their blindness, their‘ neglect of the com. 
amonest methods of business, that one of the

_ other day a, Chinese debtoy, who represent- 
ed himself to be -a- banker, made some 
curious statements. He started, we will say, 
with a capital of $10,c00—-not a very large 
sum with which to found a fortune, He 
became partner ina bank and deposited his 
capital with the assets of the bank at, the 
same time receiving an infinitesimal month- 
ly payment as salary. It now occurred to 
him ‘that there was apparently no- reason 
why he should not become a borrower from 
the'bank'‘as well as}a depositor, and com- 
bine the duties’ of partner and debtor, He 
began to look around and found that one or 
two other native banks were open to re- 
ceive partners who could. bring a slight in- 
crease of capital to their assistance, Ac- 
cordingly, this Chinese banker borrowed 
money {rom the bank of whichthe was 
already a. partner, and paid it into, other 
banks, thereby becoming partner in half a.

The facta were that a Chinese 
living in the jungle, mile’ away from: soy 
Police Station, was ,awakened in the middle of 
the night by a gang of armed robbers who broke 
into his house. One of them, it is said, mode 
a lunge at him with’a long koife, and the oc- 
cupier who was'in danger of his life, fired a 
gun he most fortunately bad at hand, dnd shot 
the robber dead. °° 2) “ 
I venture to think that as reasonable people, 
whatever our condition la life, and however 
dale we may feel at night in our own woll-built 
houses (despite some terrible instances to the 
contrary since the year 1831 down to very 
éad' cane a fow years ogo) wo cannot but than’ 
the Chinaman for whathe did, and could and 
wish that it had happened in other cases, And 
when'I'think of these hard-working Ohinamen, 
living in their little sicketty houses, sometimes, 
with thoit wives and children, far away from 
any assistance, | see Sikh Constables (as 1 have 
done three ‘times Intely) standing at night in a 
party of two or three together right under the 
gas'lamp opposite thé Tanglin Club, where’ 
sobbers will certainly not show themselves, 
instead of walking in the jungle paths where 
)they might hope to. catch’ them walking 
away with what they have -stolen;. and 
when’ I have ‘known of cases in the 
jungle where women have ‘been attack- 
ed and injured, and everything robbed, my 
sympathies are certainly with thie Chinaman 
who met ond defeated his enemies. The Police 
cannot be ‘everywhere at hand-in the centre of 
the jungle to’ protect law-abiding people who 
live-under our protection, and common sense 
as well as the law, and I say it very (advisedly, 
gives those whose houses are entered by bur- 
glars very’ great (protection, and does not in- 
quire too closely. into the steps they take to 
protectthemselves and their property, It has 
been the law since the time of Charles 1, [tis 
too long a subject to enter on here, but it was 
fully discussed in a case not many years since 
jin which | was counsel for the defence of a 
gentleman, an Englis solicitor practising here, 
who shot & servant at night, with reasonable 
grounds for thinking he was a robber (although 
he was his own servant) and was acquitted’ 
The law is clear, and the reasons for it are 
sound, Aburglar entering a house at night 
knows what he is there for, and is ready to 
meet any danger, and prepared to effect his 
escape at any risk. While the occupier (for 
want of a Better word for the moment) is per- 
haps awakened suddenly, in a darkened room ; 
che is taken altogether at a disadvantage and 
has to act quickly on the spur of the moment, 
Of course no one should take extreme. mea: 
sures, and shoot a man dead, without using all 
reasonable’ care; but that is a question of 
degiee which it is hard to judge in clear 
daylight, and the law makes a very large 
allowance. The old care was that of a man 
who was wakened by his wife telling hint 
there were robbers in the house, He went: 
down with a rapier, and running down the 
‘kitchen stairs he suddenly saw some one 
through the crack of the door (between the 
hingesand the door) andran his rapier through, 
killing the servant xis} who had gone down 
there very early, The gitl partly brought it on 
herself by hiding, inetead of calling out who 
the'was, but she probably also thought her 
master was arobber. It was decided that the 
master was entirely without faclt, This dow 
cided the law. A most regrettable occurrence, 
but there is sound sense-in protecting people 
against robbers, especially in the night, and 
not treating an unfortunate mistake asa crime, 
which it cannot be. od 
This being so, fet us see what the report tells 
us was done in Friday's case before the Police 
Magistrate. One wonders what the Attorney: 
General, .the Dogo ale prosecutor, the 
Police and the Magistrate are about. How 
did the authorities deal with the case? The. 
report says that that “accused” was brought 
up (put' in the dock) on an allegation of 
homicide not amounting to murder, and ends 
by saying that he was discharged. The 
Magistrate could not discharge the man, be 
could not try bim, all he could do was to say 
that there, was not sufficient evidence to com: 
mit the man for trial, It isa case that would 
have to go to the jury. The man could always 
be brought up again. Ina famous case here 
many years ago, it came three times before 
different: Justices of the Peace, and at’ last was 
tried by a jury, This, however, is. only a

This was the fire which first called the 
attention'to the settlements, It is said that a 
great number of lives were lost by fire and 
“drowning, and ifthe thieves who caused the 
fire escaped, it is hoped that the hand of justice 
will soon close on them, making of them an 
example, tending to put down the enormous 
amount of stealing that goes on amongst the 
shipping of Hankow. :

TERRIBLE SCENES, te 


Some personal experiences of passengers by 
tho ill-fated transport Chodoc, which was: - 
wrecked, on her homeward voyage from Sai- 
gon, near Cape Guardafui, on June 28 ‘at 3.40 
a.m, show that the perils encountered on shore 
wera even greater than those from the ship- 
wreck itself, Of ono account we give a transla.

The experiments were carried out with 
media prepared by Captain Rost from leprosy 
cases which he had selected, and the feport 
states that’ Captain. Rost agreed that the 
methods adopted were what he himself wished 
done to demonstrate his method of cultivating 
the leprosy bacillus, They were continued 
through February, March and April, under 
every possible condition which Captain Rost 
could suggest for theirsuccess. One series, for 
example, were made under artificial conditions 
of atmospheric pressure to assimilate to that of 
Rangoon. The result, however, was a total 
failure, it being found that whenall precautions 
posible in a well-equipped laboratory wero 
taken to exclude errors {rom contamination no 
rowth whatever in the media inoculated with 
leprosy bacilli took place, and Colonel Semple 
states that if these precautions had been 
adopted by Captain Rost when experiment: 
ing in Rangoon, the chances are: that ‘the 
literature from bis pen on the subject of the 
cultivation of leprosy and the preparation of 
Mleprotin” would never bave been published. 
e cultivation of the bacillus baving failed, 
there could be vo preparation of “ leprolin” 
from such cultivation, The following Is 
Colcas! Semplo’s summary of his conclu- 
sions s-- . 
.- (1) Captian Rost has failed to demonstrate 
a growth ofthe leprosy bacillas in his media 
at Kasai. [ haye followed and ‘carefully 
fepeaged his experiments and tried others of 
my own, and bave also failed to obtain a

media were chonen by Captain Rost himself,

An influential Japanese recently returned to 
Tokio from a tour through Manchuria, and he

the present, if it had accurred in England, 
would have been added to the list of cases 
given in Article 356, illustrative of what is: 
meant by making a false document. But even 
if this were not'so, the offence of obtaining 
money by false pretences was committed. The 
argument of the defendant's counsel pressed 
to its logical conclusion comes to this: that 
although the maker of the deed had been found 
guilty of one or other of these offences, yet’ the 
true owner is not entitled.to have it cancelled 
or set aside—if he comes to the Court under 
circumstances which raise suspicion as to his 
documents of title; in other words, that the 
deed found to be a fraudulent deed isto remain 
of full effect in favour of the non-fraudulent 
party who has benefitted byit. Thisargument 
\a said to be supported by the fundamental 
maxim of equity that “he who comes into 
equity must come with clean hands.” The 
Attempt to make this principle applicable to 
the present case shows how carefully the 
maxim must be applied. The“suspicious cir- 
cumstances connected with the deed of assign« 
ment by Lam Sui Man to the five sons 
of Lo Chuk Chi, are that the purchase 
money was paid to the father; that he 
retained control of the property and received 
rents; aud that he had made similar arrange: |-.

Macao, and that the whole transaction looked 
very like an arrangement made with a view to 
defraud creditors in the event of his.going into 
bankruptcy in Hongkong.

YHELR HOLD ON THE PHOPLE, | 
: - Hongkong, 14th August. 
_ It has been thought that tho progress of clvi- 
\isation and intellectual onlighteamant would 
uffectually undermine all, superstition, after 
which the suporstructure would, one fine morn 
ing, fall in atoms of its own accord. This poe 
sition, plausible as it is, does not appear to be 
well-grounded, and lacts before our eyes militate |. 
against its acceptance. One would think, 
that if the contention were well-founded 
that ip ronttong after so many years’ of en- 
lightened rule, and so much effected, more or 
lesy successfully, in tho way of genera! educa- 
tion, that the people would be less liable to 
walk in the ways oftheir fathers, But the facts 
do not warrant such a belief. During tho pre» 
sent month=the seventh of the Chineso. year: 
—there-have been two popular festivals kept, 
with all the dclat and prodigality of the Chinese 
at these seasons, That on the evening ofthe 
seventh, as tome of your renders know, was 
almost exclusively the property of the matrons 
and the maidens, Perhaps a daily newspaper 
cannot find room in our busy and matter-of- 
fact age for ni extensive reference to the poe- 
try and Jegends of the Chinese, and yet some, 
who observe things before their eyes, rome- 
fimes seek to ascertain the facts on which these 
phenomena ttst, The seventh evening of the 
seventh month is the. anniversary of the meet- 
ing of the Spinning-Maiden and the Cowherd, 
two ‘stars which ara known to us as Lyra 
‘and Aquila This celestial romance forms 
the frequent subject of Chinese and Japanese 
wrt, ‘The Spinning-Maiden was the daughter 
of the Suo-god, who married his daughter to 
the Cowherd across the Silver River known to 
tis aa the Milky Way. After marriage she be- 
cume negligent of her loom,.and, the bride's 
father, in wrathful indigation, ‘banished the 
bridegroom across the river, culling’ to his 
assistance swarms of magpies by whote aid 
he formed abridge. ‘But the father's heart so 
far relented that he permitted the wedded pair 
to meet oncecach year, viz, on the seventh of 
the seventh month, On this auspicious. occa- 
sion the Spinning-Maiden is assumed to be in 
a happy frame of mind, and ready to be 
gracious to all who seek her assistance, Ag 
stated above only matrons and.maidens join in 
the worship, and we believe a happy and jolly 
time they have. The reception-room is beauti- 
fully decorated with young riceshoots, and 
other vegetables, and really artistic bridges are 
seen on which the maiden is represented as 
passing acros the river to her waiting spouse. 
Amidst much fun and laughter the ceremonies 
are performed, The special blessing sought 
after is that the worshipper may have unique 
skill in the we of the needle, as well as in the 
art of making artificial flowers, accomplish: 
ments rated at a very high -premiuin among 
the Chinese, That the Star-goddess is pro- 
pitious the Chinese worshipper believes, when, 
with 5 needisin one hand and the thread in the 
other, Foneing before the shrine, she can 
thread the needle behind her head, when of 
course she cannot see what-is going on, This 
most difficult ‘task can yonl. be occasionally 
successful aod then by mere accident, When 
a succeasful worshipper bas achieved this feat, 
it is regarded os an unmistakable evidence 
that the goddess has been pleased to endow 
her with speciist skill, A case in point is re- 
corded in ‘the Canton Times this morning, 
when the successful girl just sixteen years of 
age was inundated with offers of marriage from 
enthusiastic youths, through the offices of 
regular gobetweens, .In Hongkong the 
festival hasbeen kept with all the eagerness 
and perhaps more expenditure, than is ob- 
servable on the mainland, and no abatement 
seems discernible in the devotion of tha people 
to this pleasing but foolish superstition, 

The comparative quiet of the festival of the 
seventh evening is made up for by the.noise 
and show and -excitement which characterise 
the second festival.

who are likely to derive benefit therefrom may 
be encouraged to persevere with it, and those © 
who will probably derive more harm than good 
may be warmed in time against its injurious 
influence, Seoing that no two persons are * 
constituted exactly alike, it is highly Impro- 
bable ‘that the practice ofthe cald bath will 
have similar effects.on all.and sundry...’ 

The cold bath 1s, a8 arule, baneficiattothe 
robust, to young men, and to men in the prima 
of lifes it it, however, generally unsuitable for

It is time that goverament stepped in and 
took action in regard to the manner in which 
some ofthe native banks are run: for, the admis 
sions ofa debtor in the bankruptcy court this 
morning are sufficient proof of the length that 
an onecrupulous backer, will go. in his 
Search for wealth. Yuen Pok Foon’ was a 
banker, of 8 George Lane, and was the man- 
aging partner in the Fung Kut bank. Ip reply 
to the Official Receiver he told Sir Francis 
Piggott that there were some ten partners in 
that bank and his own share in the concern 
was $13,000, He now owed the bank $22,500 
which be advanced to himself without giving 
security, 

“When you advance monsy to customers,” 
asked the Official, Receiver, “do you require 
them to furnish any security "?—-According to 
the practice of the native banks here they lend 
money out to people without any security 
whatever excepting promissory notes, 

Continuing, the debtor said at various turns 
he borrowed money from the bank to the total 
amount of $30,000, ‘and of that sum he sub- 
quently repaid $7,500, ES 
. When you joined this bank what money had’ 
you?—I had about $15,000 and of that I put 
$12,000 in the bank, : es 

His wages were $so a month, He was 
drawing eight per cent interest per annum on 
his capital, and paid interest to the bank, ac:

the Paracels, The glass fell to 29.16, Yester- 
day a disabled junk was sighted and as people 
were seen aboard the captain had a boat lower- 
ed and rescued 25 Chinese, all told. He then 
endeavoured to tow the cratt, but as there were 
no means ofsteering her she had to be aban- 
doned, and is now a danger to navigation. 
Capt. Jackson describes this wreck in the fol- 
lowing terms:— Large junk, waterlogged, laden 
with teak from Bangkok, No rudder or sails 5 
abandoned lying in Lat.

President Natung of the Wai Wau-pu was 
lately ii Ticntsin conferring with Viceroy Yuan 
Shih-kai in connection with the boycatt move: 
ment, Yuan suggested the total suppression 
of the movement by force ifnecessary, and that 
the provincial authorities beinstructed to stop 
the agitation and punish the ringleaders. At 
the same time, he said, a special commissioner 
should be appointed to negotiate with the 
United States for a new treaty. President 
Natung dissented from this view, fearing that 
pressure will cause further dissatisfaction 
among the people. On bis return to Peking, 
he had an audience with the Empress-Dowager 
to whom he submitted Yuan Shih-kai’s opinion, 
together'with his own’ comments, The Em- 
press-Dowager ugrees with Natung, and has 
caused a telegram to be sent to the pravincial 
authorities, ordering them to inform the people 
that the Throne has appointed a special Com- 
mission to negotiate with the U, S. Gavern- 
ment concerning the removal of the objection- 
able clauses of the treaty, and that the people 
must be warned not to do anything, to compli- 
cate the situation further, —Sin Wan-pao.'

On the authority of a Japanese officer just 
teturned froin a jourof inspection of the Japan- 
ese positions at.the front,;a Tokio dispatch 
stales that the whole army isin excellent health 
and is entirely free from all disease, of an 
pidemic nature “This ‘is chiefly due to thé 
excellent sanitary administration of the Arniy, 
and also to the fact that the climate of Man- 
churia ti favourable to the Japanese, It will 
be remembered that the Russians believed the 
climatic influences would be against the Japans 
ese, both in summer winter, but this opinion, 
savs the officer, has proved to he wrong. [tis 
the Russians themselves who'are ‘iti fitted for 
the climate, 

The talk of eeace, continues the officer, is 
surprisingly unpopuldeamong the troops at the 
front, Any man arriving from Tokio is attack- 
ed as if he were responsible for the peace 
negotistions, Officers and: men, are resolved 
to capture General Linevitch, as their. naval 
conreres caught Admiral Rohjestvensky.
